The report of his 
death In this wreck has called forth 
much comment In this city, where he 
has many friends who earnestly hope 
that there has been a mistake made in 
the name of the persons found In the 
debris, and that Mr. and Mrs. Willard 
were fortunate enough to have escaped 
the accident.

Will you kindly say for me, through 
the columns of the Independent, that 
I have never made even a partial an- 
alysis of the Elko shales, nor have I 
ever visited the shale beds, nor the 
oil fields, and that any statement .to the 
contrary ia absolutely false. 
I have 


made an examination of a material 
from the vicinity of Elko, which proved 
to be either bat guano, or wood rat 
guano, •which examination I am ready 
to substantiate.

posed constitutional amendment than 
had a road supervisor. 
The house 


went Into committee of the whole and 
Gov. 
Sadler appeared before it to de- 


fend his action. 
Mr. Sweeney also 


appeared and gave It as his "unofficial" 
opinion that the Governor had no right 
to say whether or not the people should 
have a right to vote on a charige in the 
organic law.' After listening to the 
arguments the 
House referred 
the 


resolution to the Judiciary Committee. 


Legislative sharps are divided on 


the present standing of the bill. Some 
claiming that no attention should be 
paid to the veto and others that the 
veto must be disposed of before the 
resolution can be passed a second time 
as required by law. The matter opens 
up a wide field for discussion.
